Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 2 and 14 from "local network" device to "electronic" device significantly changes the 
scope of the invention and therefore would require further consideration and/or searching.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The language of the claim does not explicitly 
recite the example of "unconsciously capture" given in the arguments section. According to the language of the claims, the limitations 
"wherein one or more of the documents are saved in the absence of an explicit command by the user to save the electronic documents, 
but saved in response to another user specified function associated with the electronic documents" reads on the saving of the 
SEARCHED document taught by Singhal. The claim needs to explicitly recite that the "unconsciouly capture" of the document is a step 
performed before the search request and wherein the search request results in documents that have been previously "unconsciously 
captured". Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993)..
